•Cold hardy vegetables such as 
peas, lettuce, radishes and broccoli 
can be planted outside a month or • 
more before the avernge Inst frost 
dale. 

They actually grow better when 
planted early, because they prefer ' 
cpol-growing conditions. Vegetables 
arc divided naturally into two dis- 
tinct groups. Almost nil the leaf, root 
and flower bud vcgelable.s belong to 
the hardy grdup. They can with- 
stand temperatures into the low 
twenties. Almost all ofthc.fruiting 
vegetables' except peas belong to the

tender vegetables. They can be dam- 
aged by Icmpemturos only slightly 
below froerirrg. 

Temperatures required for seed 
germination also diTfltr greatly be- 
tween the two groups, Lettuce and 
spinach seed will germinate at 35 de- 


grees F. , which is only slightly above 
freezing.' Pea.s and most ofthc root 
vegetables such as radishes, turnips, 
carrots and beets will germinate at 
temperatures of shout 40 degrees. 
Members of the cabbage family, in- 
cluding broccoli, cauliflower, kohlra- 
bi, mustard, and kale will germinate 
at soil temperatures between 40 and 
•k'j degrees. Tender vegetables such 
as beans and .squash require soil 
temperatures of CO to 6G degrees for 
seed germination. . 

You can easily check the tempera- 
turo of ,vour garden soil by slicWng 


the bulb of a thermometer about an 
inch into the soil. 

Tilled or spaded soil usually 
reaches 45 degrees a month or more 
before the last frost dote. The aver- 
age last frost dote for the Magic Val- 
ley is near the middle of May. In 
some of the higher elevations, the 
overage lost frost is in late May or 
early June. 

Even ureas which can have frost 
any month of the year can .stjll grow 
hardy vegetables. 

Cabbage, cauliflower and broccoli 


arc often grown from transplants | 
which have been started earlier in a • 
greenhouse. His also safe to plant 
theso transplants a month or moro 
before last frost dates.

I headaches’ and not know why, Bet- 
tridge said. "Glare can. make you so 
irritable or fatigued you turn around

“Alway.s use incandescent light in 
the kitchen," said Gary Qorfon. a de- 
signer for Architectural Lighting, a 
New York company. "Fluorescent

And stay away from track lights, 
warns Gordon, because they cast 
shadows on the counters Unit moke it 
difficult — and dangerous — to chop, 
dice and pare..

Con.sidcr colors and surfaces, too. 
Arc the walls, floors and ceilings 
light or dark?. “If ihoy’re light, you 
won't need as much illumination be- 
cause the light will bounce. If they’re 
dark and you’re faced with lighting a 
clubby atmosphere, you have to cre- 
ate moro glows — or change the sur- 
rnce.s,' Bcttridge said. Keep a room’s 
architectural integrity in mind. "You 
, can't ju.st slap a piece of track up and 
say thol will do the trick," Gordon 
said. 'It- can alter one’s perception of 
the space.

Think about where light 
will go and how it will fit in.
